They obtained 
employment in a dry goods store 
there, among the other employes 
being Leopold Freund and Albert 
Silverberg, who later were active 
in their St. Louis department store.

the four young men put together 


their savings, which totaled $350, 
and opened a store on their own 
account, which they named 
Boston store.

Iwo Types of Tariffs. 

“A prohibitive tariff,” he said,

petition; a competitive tariff allows 
importations when the American 
price is, by combination or other- 
wise, raised above the level 
fair and reasonable profit to the 
producer and thereby protects the 
consumer against excessive or ex- 
orbitant prices, and discourages 
monopolies.

up and saved it from being tram- 
pled on.” 
Nobody Injured. 

The crowd, including the Acting 
Mayor, was attracted to the scene 
as the members left a neighbor- 
hood political meeting seeking city 
drainage relief. The dynamite 
cracked a car wheel, but the crew 
and passengers, a white woman and 
two Negroes, were uninjured. Po- 
lice threw gas bombs when bricks 
hurled from the crowd smashed in 
the car windows. 

Four sticks of dynamite were 
discovered on the Tulane Belt 
tracks three hours later by Mo- 


torman U. S. Langstom, who 
stopped his car in time to avert an 
explosion.

increases upon agricultural prod- 
ucts that are useless and ineffec- 
tive. 

2. “It is replete with exorbi- 
tant rates on articles which farm- 
ers buy. 

“3. It contains numerous in- 
stances of higher rates on articles 
used by the masses than on articles 
of incidental use, but purchased 
principally by persons of wealth or 
of more than average means, 

“4. It does not conform to 
President Hoover's request for in- 
creases on industrial products only, 
when there has been a slackening 
of employment due to imports. In 
many cases increases have been 
granted-.to industries which have 
been very prosperous under the 
present tariff act. 

“5. It is full of inconsistencies 
and unfair discriminations. 

“6. It increases rates on many 
articles even though the imports 
under the present tariff act have 
-been negligible. 

“(7) It encourages inefficiency 
by many of its increases in rates. 

“(8) Its increases on manufac- 
tured articles imperils our trade 
with European countries; and 
finally 

“(9) By its liberalization of the 
flexible provisions enlarging the 
powers and discretion of the Presi- 
dent, the latitude allowed the Pres- 
ident in the imposition of addition- 
al duties is greatly expanded.”

John Henderson, informer of the 
St. Louis Police Department, who 
hag stated Bennett paid him $200 
on account for the alleged attempt 
on King’s life, was heard by the 
grand jury and King was called 
as yesterday’s witness.

Bennett is now under a $5000 
bond in St. Louis on a fugitive 
warrant.

Bennett is a member of a prom- 
inent and once wealthy Franklin 
County (Ill.) family. He served in 
the air service during the World 
War and was graduated from 
Washington University in 1921. He 
is married and resides at 6200 Mc-

Bennett is known to associates 
as devoting most of his time to 
real estate transactions. He is 
frequently in Florida.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 12.— 
The all-metal dirigible ZMC-2, be- 
ing delivered to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Detroit, arrived short- 
ly before noon today with a bullet 
hole in its main helium gas cham- 
per. 

Capt. William Kepner of the 
Army, who flew the ship from De- 
troit, was unaware that he had 
been shot at until the ship was 
safely in the hangar and the bul- 
let hole was discovered by a mem- 
ber of the landing crew. 

The hole was immediately 
plugged with rags to prevent fur- 
ther loss of the valuable helium 
until permanent repairs could be 
made. 

It will be recalled that a bullet 
was found in the fabric covering 
the Graf Zeppelin when the ship 
landed at Lakehurst from Los An- 
geles, 

The Navy dirigible Los Angeles 
also has been fired at on several 
occasions. 

Kepner said that he could not 

say definitely where the metal 
ship had been when it was fired 
on, but from the angle determined 
by the line between the hole 
where the bullet entered and _ the 
one where it left he judged thae the 
ship had been close over a moun- 
tain. He thought it probable that 
it had been somewhere in Penn- 
sylvania. 
The arrival of the ship had been 
awaited by naval officers here with 
keen curiosity. The idea for a 
metal dirigible was turned down 
by both the Army and Navy some 
years ago and this ship was finally 
contracted for by action of Con- 
gress. 


Capt. Kepner, stationed at Scott 
Field, was pilot of the Army bal- 
loon which won the Gordon Ben- 
nett international balloon race last 
year. He is engineer officer at the 
Belleville post.

STATE RESTS IN CASE 
OF MRS. PANTAGES 


Defense Counsel Attacks Tes- 
timony She Was Drunk 
as Inexpert. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 12.— 
The State rested its case today 
against Mrs. Lois Pantages, on trial 


for second-degree murder in con- 
nection with the death of Juro Ro- 
kumoto, a Japanese, who died after 
being injured in an automobile ac- 


cident involving Mrs. Pantages’ 
car. 
A clash among the attorneys 


which required intervention of Su- 
perior Judge Carlos Hardy enliv- 
ened the proceedings yesterday. 

Attorney W. l. Gilbert, for the 
defense, protested that the prose- 
cution was not acting in good faith 
in placing police officers and othr 
persons on the stand to testify that 
Mrs. Pantages was intoxicated at 
the time her limousine crashed into 
a small car driven by Rokumoto. 

Gilbert jumped up after four 
policemen and two eye-witneages 
had testified as to Mrs. Paa- 
tages’ condition and shouted: “If 
the State is acting in good faitb 
why don’t they bring in physicians 
and surgeons who treated her to 
testify concerning her condition?” 

When Gilbert's remarks were 
termed as an “insinuation”’ by 
prosecution counsel Gilbert de- 
clared “it is not an insinuation. 
I make the bold statement—I do 
not believe you intend to bring in 
any wnhysician or surgeon who can 
testify she was drunk.” 

Prosecution attorneys then indi- 
cated they later would call expert 
witnesses to testify as to Mrs. Pan- 
tages’ condition. At this point the 
court intervened. 

The testimony which resulted in 
the exchanges started when Mrs. 
Dorothy S. Clarke testified Mrs. 
Pantages’ eyes “were droopy, half 
closed and rather giassy’’ immedi- 
ately after the accident and that 
in her opinion the woman was in- 
toxicated. 

Police Officer Thomas M. Ma- 
lone testified that Mrs. Pantages 
“knocked my hat off twice while 
I was trying to place her itn an 
ambulance. | would suy she was 
drunk.”

Three Men Will Know Oct. 1

LAMAR, Colo, Sept. 12.—Three 
members of the Fleagle gang of 
bank robbers, who held up the 
First National Bank here May 23. 
1928, and killed four men, pleaded 
guilty to charges of first-degree 
murder, kidnaping and robbery 
with a gun, when arraigned in 
District Court today. 

After a nation-wide search, last- 
ing for more than*a year, Ralph 
Fleagle, W. C. Messick and Herbert 
L. Royston were arrested and con- 
fessed to participation in the rob- 


bery. A fourth member of the 
gang, Jake Fleagle, is still being 
sought. 


After the pleas had been entered, 
the Court set the cases for Oct. 1. 
Under the Colorado law sentences 
of death or life imprisonment may 
be imposed.

GOOD COTTON CROP 
AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


Bolls Bursting in ng in Prolific Trel! 
dnd There Is No | 
Weevil. 


——— 


Cotton bolls are bursting like 
‘popeorn this week at Shaw's Gar- 
den in a miniature field of the 
economie garden that looks like an 
illustration for a “mammy” song. 

With 50 bolls to the plant, it is 
the best cotton crop at Shaw's 
Garden for years. The late pe- 
riods of warm, dry weather have 
been favorable. Poasibly the same 
cause may be adduced for the im- 
provement of this year’s crop in 
Southeastern Missouri, as noted by 
agricultural observers, And Shaw's 
Garden does not have to fear the 
boll weevil. 

That pest, a visiting group of 
Southern planters told Supt. Pring. 
forces them to discount the promise 
of prolific plants, since it takes a 
considerable proportion of the up- 
per bolls. They said the 45 plants 
at Shaw’s Garden represented a 
profitable commercial crop. 

Every stage of the developing 
cotton may be seen On each plant. 
Near the top, on the younger 
shoots, are the flowers, a delicate 
yellow shading into pink with age. 
Below are the green bolls, and stil! 
lower are the snowy tufts of cot- 
ton. elaborate and symmetrical in 
design as the flower itself. 

Just east of the IHIittle eotton 
field, which is near the south end 
of the economic garden, is a luxu- 
riant field of another Southern 
upland rice. It ts heading 
out, and in two weeks its rich 
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green will begin to turn.

] CABINET POSTS, 
REMAINS PREMIER 


Retains Job as Head of In- 
terior, Which Is Con- 
sidered Most Important 
Portfolio. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 12.—Premier Mus- 
solini today resigned seven of his 
eight Cabinet positions, retaining 
only that of the Interior. 

Dino Grandi, Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, will become 
Foreign Minister; Gen. Debono, 
Minister of the Colonies; Gen. Pie- 
tro Gozzera, Minister of War; Giu- 
seppe Siriani, Minister of the Navy, 
and Gen. Italo Balbo, Minister of 
Aviation; Bianchi, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works; Giuseppe Bottai, Min- 
ister of Corporations. 


The new Ministers will take the 
oath before the King Monday. In 
retaining the Interior portfolio and * 
the Premiership, Mussolini kept 
the two most important posts in 
his Government. 

The Ministry of Public Instruce 
tion henceforth will be known as 
the Ministry of Public Education, 
with Prof. Giulano Balbino as titu- 
lar head. Giuseppe Belluzo has 
been Minister of Public Instruction. 
The Minister of National €con- 
omy will henceforth be known as . 
the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forests, with Deputy Giacomo 
Acerbo as Minister. Allessando 
Martelli has been Minister of Na- 
tional Economy. 

Deputy Leandro Arpinati will be- 
come Under-Secretary for the Min- 
istry of the Interior. 


The suggestion was made in 
some quarters that the Premier 
had held eight of the 13 posts in 
the Italian Crbinet so long only be- 
cause he wished to become ac- 
quainted with the various depait- 
ments of administratiog in order to 
select the best fitted men to put at 
their head. 

His procedure in keeping -.the 
portfolio of Interior is that which 
was customary in Cabinets before 
the advent of Fasctsm. 

Among the new appointments 
the most noteworthy was that of 
Under-Secretary Bino Grandi to be- 
come Foreign Minister. This ap- 
pointment was accepted as remov- 
ing the likelihood of his becoming 
an Ambassador to some important 
capital, possibly Washington. There 
had been reports to this effect re- 
cently. 

Today’s general Cabinet change 
was the most sweeping in the com- 
position of the Fascist Ministry 
since July 9, 1928. 

A reorganization then left Mus- 
soliffi holding six po.tfolios, those 
of foreign affairs, the interior, war, 
marine, aviation and corporations. 
Later he took over the portfolios 
ef the colonies and then of public 
works. This gave him eight out of 
1? votes in the Cabinet.

many of our own homes are 

too great a tax upon our eyes? 
From the time we awaken in the 
morning until we retire at night 
the nerves of our eyes are men- 
aced by our surroundings, says an 
eminent eye specialist, and he as- 
serts that “it is impossible to lay 
too much stress upon the abuse of 
the eyes by the majority of intel- 
ligent people.” 

This is quite true, and while we 
cannot change conditions that we 
meet outside, in our own homes 
we can and should have restful 
surroundings not only for the 
body and mind but for the eyes. 


Most of the men and women in 
business spend all day in brilliant- 
ly lghted surroundings. The 
strong rays produce heavy vibra- 
tions on the optic nerve. Street cars 
have the same effect and passen- 
gers increase this strain by reading. 
The reading habit on cars, especial- 
ly where the light comes alternate- 
ly in shade and daylight, as it does 
on some of our trains, is injurious, 
as ts also, the artificial and more or 
less swaying light of the subway. 


With all this strain on the nerves 
of the eyes throughout the day 
many of these people come to a 
home where there is no rest for 
the greatly overtaxed eyes. Vivid 
colorings pervade every room in 
the modern home from the kitchen 
to the living room. Even the 
sleeping room, which should be re- 
poseful, has bright flowered dra- 
peries, perhaps the wall paper is a 
vivid floral pattern and the furni- 
ture {ig covered in gay chintz. The 
bedroom is one room where color- 
ings, including the lights, should

be soft, subdueg and restful. 
The selection of wall papers 
should be carefully considered, as 
one must look at these 365 days 
every year. High tones, vivid 
stripes and a jumble of colors 
should be avoided, for they keep

Lace curtains with 
elaborate patterns are trying to the 
eyes, and there are figured nets 
that make “one’s head swim” to 
look through them. These are in- 
jurious to the eyes and should nev- 
er be hung at windows where peo- 
ple must look through them.
